We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general-purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Strafford  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1994,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twelve  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars  ($12,500.)  for  the  following  purposes: 

a  .  Replace  remaining  old  air  packs  with  air  packs  conforming  to  current  safety 

standards, 
b  .  To  purchase  individual  face  masks  to  insure  proper  fit,  prevent  leakage,  and  reduce 

possibility  of  infection. 
c .  To    purchase    a    carbon    monoxide,    oxygen,    and    flammable    gas    dector. 

Donahue  addressed  the  article,  there  was  no  discussion  and  vote  was  affirmative. 
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Article  6;  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  ($25,000.)  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established 
for  the  future  repair  or  replacement  of  fire  and  rescue  vehicles  and/or  equipment. 

Donahue  addressed  the  article,  there  was  no  discussion  and  vote  was  affirmative. 

Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  committee  to  review  the  existing 
buildings  and  property  in  use  by  the  Fire  Department  and  make  recommendations  on  steps 
to  be  taken  to  provide  sanitary  facilities,  running  water  for  cleaning  and  disinfecting  fire  and 
ambulance  equipment,  for  compliance  with  State  and  Federal  Regulations.

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eighty-five  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  forty  dollars  ($85,840.)  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Police 
Department. 

Chief  of  Police,  Troy  Brissard,  addressed  the  article.  After  brief  discussion  the  vote  was 
in  affirmative.

Article  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  from  the 
Strafford  School  District  a  Quitclaim  Deed  for  an  additional  fifteen  foot  (15')  wide  area  of 
land  to  the  rear  or  westerly  side  and  adjoining  the  modular  building  and  land  previously  con- 
veyed to  the  Town  by  the  School  District  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  dollar 
($1 .00)  for  this  purpose  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Four  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred ninety-nine  dollars  ($4,999.)  for  the  construction  of  a  garage  for  Police  Department 
vehicles  and  equipment  on  this  site.

During  the  year  1995,  the  Police  Department  experienced  a  dramatic 
increase  in  calls  for  service.  In  1995  the  Police  Department  answered 
2,1 24  calls  for  service  as  compared  to  1 ,374  in  1 994.  In  1 995  the  Police 
Department  investigated  160  misdemeanor  complaints  and  40  felony 
complaints.  More  than  ever,  demand  is  being  placed  on  police  service 
and  availability  from  the  citizens  and  visitors  of  Strafford.  In  June  of  1 995, 
a  second  full  time  police  officer  was  hired  to  assist  in  providing  this  ser- 
vice. Officer  Corey  Landry,  who  has  worked  part  time  for  the  Police 
Department  since  1992,  was  hired  as  the  Town's  second  full  time  police 
officer.  With  this  addition  and  the  continued  support  from  the  part  time 
officers,  the  Police  Department  was  able  to  respond  to  the  calls  for  ser- 
vice in  a  prompt  and  professional  manner. 

With  this  full  time  position,  the  Town  of  Strafford  received  federal  fund- 
ing for  three-quarters  of  the  officers  salary  and  benefits  for  a  period  of 
three  years.  With  this  assistance,  the  town  was  able  to  approve  the  posi- 
tion at  the  1 994  Town  Meeting.  Each  year,  the  grant  awarded  to  the  Town 
will  be  reflected  in  the  revenues  received  by  the  Town  in  the  Annual 
Report. 

In  August  of  1995,  Officer  Landry  organized  the  Town's  first  law 
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enforcement  explorers  post.  The  Post  is  for  young  men  and  women  be- 
tween the  ages  of  14  and  20  who  are  interested  in  learning  more  about 
law  enforcement.  Throughout  the  year,  meetings  are  held  where 
members  of  the  post  learn  about  issues  in  law  enforcement  such  as  com- 
munity relations,  crime  prevention,  investigations  and  criminal  laws.  The 
Post  is  a  great  chance  for  young  men  and  women  to  learn  more  about 
law  enforcement  as  well  as  give  the  Police  Department  the  opportunity  to 
work  with  the  youth  of  the  Town. 

The  D.A.R.E.  Program  is  in  its  fifth  year  at  the  Strafford  School.  The 
program  continues  to  be  a  great  success  with  each  year  bringing  us 
closer  to  accomplishing  our  goal  of  a  drug  free  society.  The  program  cur- 
rently reaches  the  third  grade  and  the  sixth  grade. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  the  volunteers  who 
assisted  in  constructing  the  garage.  During  the  months  of  October, 
November  and  into  December,  volunteers  would  meet  on  Sunday  and  oc- 
casionally Saturdays  to  assist  in  the  construction  of  the  two  bay  garage 
attached  to  the  Police  Station.  Although  all  volunteers  played  an  impor- 
tant role,  without  the  efforts  from  Lester  Huckins,  this  project  would  not 
have  been  possible.  All  the  wood  needed  for  the  framing  and  siding  of  the 
garage  was  milled  by  Lester  and  donated.  Besides  donating  the  wood, 
Lester  spent  many  days  donating  his  time  to  build  the  garage. 

The  Police  Department  thanks  Lester  and  every  volunteer  who 
donated  their  time  and  material  to  make  this  project  a  success.

The  Trustees  are  investigating  methods  to  increase  Library  security. 
Library  security  and  personnel  safety  are  important  issues  to  the  overall 
operation  of  the  Library.  The  Library  continues  to  update  its  collection 
records  through  utilization  of  the  computer.  Volunteers  Merrill  Steward, 
Carol  Wood,  and  Merilyn  Walker  have  been  extremely  instrumental  in  the 
ongoing  success  of  this  project. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Strafford 
for  their  support  of  The  Hill  Library.  Without  them  our  circulation  figures 
would  cease  to  increase  by  leaps  and  bounds  in  recent  years.

The  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  are  responsible  for  all  the  town  funds 
assigned  them,  Including  trust  funds  and  capital  reserve  funds.  They 
must  Invest  the  funds  assigned  to  them  In  accordance  with  State  and 
Town  regulations,  and  they  must  be  accountable  for  the  funds  at  all 
times. 

In  the  Town  of  Strafford,  the  Trustees  are  responsible  for  the  perpetual 
care  of  the  grave  sites  for  which  the  town  trust  funds  have  been 
established. 

The  accompanying  Report  of  the  Trust  Funds  of  the  Town  of 
Strafford-1995  shows  the  status  of  the  capital  reserve  funds,  trust  funds 
and  all  the  expenditures  during  the  year  1995. 

During  1995  George  M.  Lovejoy,  Jr.  established  the  following 
cemetery  trust  funds:  Howard  cemetery  on  WIngate  HIII-$800;  Hosea 
Berry  cemetery  near  the  Mica  mine-$600;  Foye-Perkins  Cemetery  near 
the  WIngate  barn-$400;  Benjamin  Foss  cemetery  near  Big  River  and  the 
Barn  Door  Gap  Road-$400;  and  the  Lougee  cemetery  on  the  Old  Edgerly 
Road-$400.  John  E.  Phllbrick  of  Maine,  whose  wife  is  a  descendent  of 
Hosea  Berry,  gave  $100  to  be  added  to  the  Hosea  Berry  trust  to  make  a 
total  of  $600. 

The  volunteer  program  in  regards  to  the  "adopting  a  Strafford 
cemetery"  (whose  descendents  of  those  burled  in  the  cemetery  do  not 
live  in  town,  are  not  known,  or  who  have  not  set  up  a  trust  fund  for 
perpetual  care)  have  been  quite  successful.  A  good  example  of  a 
volunteer  cemetery  is  the  Tuttle  cemetery  beside  the  Province  Road  near 
Bow  Lake. 

The  Trustees  want  to  thank  all  the  1995  volunteers  that  kept  so  many 
of  our  old  cemetery  in  good  condition.

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STRAFFORD  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

The  year  1995  represented  the  one  hundred  and  seventy-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  the  founding  of  the  Town  of  Strafford.  Prior  to  1 820,  Strafford  was 
part  of  the  Town  of  Barrington,  which  was  granted  in  1722  to  the  tax- 
payers of  Portsmouth. 

On  Saturday,  July  29th  to  commemorate  the  175th,  there  were  special 
programs  and  open  houses  at  the  Hill  Library  and  Austin  Hall.  There  were 
refreshment  at  Austin  Hall.  Also  there  was  an  open  house  at  the  Gordon 
Hill  residence  which  is  one  of  the  oldest  houses  on  the  Ridge.  There  were 
many  summer  visitors  as  well  as  town  residents  participating  in  the  acit- 
vities. 

The  majority  of  the  2500  revised  Strafford  History  books  arrived  at 
Austin  Hall  by  the  first  of  August  from  the  publisher.  The  books  were 
distributed  to  the  people  who  had  purchased  the  books  under  the  "pre- 
printing price."  The  price  of  the  History  book  is  now  $25.00  when  pur- 
chased at  the  Hill  Library.  If  books  are  mailed  there  will  be  a  shipping 
charge.  Congratulations  to  Chris  Bozak  and  the  members  of  Strafford 
History  Book  committee.  They  had  the  responsibility  of  coordinating  the 
proof  reading  all  the  articles  and  pictures,  to  make  sure  the  book  went  to 
the  publisher  in  a  useable  form,  and  that  the  publisher  met  the  summer  of 
1995  deadline. 

Members  of  the  Historical  Society  were  actively  involved  with  the 
restoration  of  the  Waldron  Store  and  the  Maintenance  of  Austin  Hall. 
Special  thanks  goes  to  the  Strafford  Garden  Club  for  their  landscaping  of 
the  grounds  around  the  Store  and  for  the  tea  held  in  the  Waldron  Store  to 
raise  money  for  lights. 

The  Society  meets  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  January,  May,  July, 
September,  and  November.  We  have  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Barrington 
Historical  Society  on  the  first  Monday  of  April.  This  takes  the  place  of  the 
March  meeting.  Except  for  our  January  and  April  meetings  we  met  at 
Austin  Hall.  All  visitors  are  welcome,  see  the  Strafford  Calendar  for 
speakers  and  possible  change  of  meeting  place. 

Our  summer  meeting  was  a  tour  of  points  of  historical  interest  in 
Crown  Point,  including  two  of  the  old  houses.  The  tour  was  well  attended 
and  it  was  suggested  that  we  have  a  similar  tour  in  1 996  of  the  Sanckerty 
section  of  Strafford. 
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During   1995  we  enjoyed  a  growth  in  membership,  especially,  in 
members  in  the  younger  age  groups. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  many  people  who  so  generously  donated  their 
time  and  monies  to  keep  the  Society  a  vital  part  of  the  community.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  STRAFFORD  FIRE  AND  RESCUE 

This  year  the  Fire  Department  is  requesting  a  similar  budget  to  last 
year.  The  operating  budget  will  remain  the  same.  ($38,600.)  The  dif- 
ference is  that  this  year  the  Fire  Department  has  the  opportunity  to  install 
a  500  gallon  per  minute  pump  on  our  tank  truck.  The  pump  was  acquired 
by  trading  equipment  with  one  of  our  surrounding  communities.  Now  with 
your  support,  the  Fire  Department  is  asking  for  $3,500  for  the  installa- 
tion. In  an  effort  to  maintain  the  same  bottom  line  Fire  Department  ap- 
propriations as  last  year,  the  amount  that  we  are  requesting  for  the 
capital  reserve  fund  for  future  apparatus  purchases  or  repairs  will  be 
reduced  to  $21,500,  giving  a  combined  total  of  $25,000,  same  as  last 
year. 
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As  many  of  you  know,  the  town  is  actively  working  on  re-addressing 
the  community.  This  is  one  of  the  final  stages  for  the  completion  of  E91 1 
for  Strafford.  Every  residence  in  the  town  will  be  contacted  once  the 
numbering  is  complete.  While  the  Fire  Department,  Police  Department, 
Post  Offices  and  Selectmen  are  working  on  this,  you  should  know  that 
911  does  work  for  all  residences  in  our  community.  The  reason  for  the 
new  addresses  is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  the  entire  state  of  NH,  an  enhanc- 
ed 911  system  is  in  place.  What  does  this  mean  to  you?  When  you  dial 
911,  an  operator  in  Concord  receives  the  call  and  on  the  computer 
screen  it  shows  your  address,  name,  and  location.  This  means  if  you  do 
not  have  a  street  address  and  just  a  PO  box,  that  is  what  shows  up  on  the 
screen.  A  PO  box  does  not  provide  emergency  services  with  the  location 
of  your  residence.  During  this  re-addressing  stage  their  is  a  possibility 
that  the  Town  may  have  the  Bow  Lake  and  Center  Strafford  post  offices 
combined,  but  at  this  point  it  is  still  unknown. 

This  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  busiest  ever  for  the  Fire  and 
Rescue  members.  There  has  been  188  requests  for  service  this  year  in- 
cluding the  largest  search  the  town  has  ever  seen.  In  addition  to  the  in- 
creased of  calls  over  the  past  year,  many  members  of  the  department 
have  taken  additional  training  than  what  is  normally  required,  and  com- 
pleted such  trainng  as  Career  level  firefighter  and  Emergency  Medical 
Technician-Intermediate.  The  Department  is  fortunate  to  have  dedicated 
volunteers,  contributing  countless  hours  of  Training.  Thank  you  to  all 
members  of  the  department  for  a  outstanding  job.

Roadside  mowing  was  completed  in  all  sections  of  town,  in  addition  to, 
or  along  with  or  which  includes  keeping  bushes  cut  back  for  general  ap- 
pearance and  site  distance. 

All  streets  have  been  marked  with  name  signs.  Some  are  missing  due 
to  vandalism.  These  will  be  replaced  in  the  spring. 

Blasting  has  been  done  to  improve  drainage  and  to  widen  the  road  bed 
on  Strafford  Cross  Road  and  Old  Province  Road. 

Pavement  Overlay  was  applied  to  Parsons  Hill  Road  and  Leightons 
Corner  Road.

87R4.  WINTER  PARKING  -  Pursuant  to  RSA  265:70,  the  following  parking 
regulation  will  be  established.

Any  violations  of  the  above  will  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $5.00  per  viola- 
tion and  subject  to  towing,  pursuant  to  RSA  265:69  and  RSA  265:70. 
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87R5.  SNOW  OBSTRUCTION  -  Pursuant  to  RSA  249:23,  the  following 
snow  obstruction  regulations  will  be  established: 

a.  Any  person  who  shall  put  or  place  or  cause  to  be  put  or  placed  any 
snow  or  ice  upon  the  surface  of  the  traveled  portion  of  any  town  main- 
tained road  for  any  purpose,  except  to  provide  a  place  necessary  for 
crossing,  recrossing  and  traveling  upon  said  roads  by  sleds,  logging  or 
farnn  equipment  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  if  a  natural  person  or  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  if  any  other  person.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
not  apply  where  snow  or  ice  is  pushed  across  the  traveled  surface  of  said 
road  for  the  purpose  of  snow  removal  from  land  adjoining  said  roads. 

Any  violation  of  the  above  will  be  subjected  to  a  fine  up  to  $100.00, 
pursant  to  RSA  249:23.

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STRAFFORD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1995  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Strafford  Conservation  Connmission  continues  to  work  with  the 
Strafford  School  to  develop  plans  for  using  the  Strafford  Town  Forest  as 
an  outdoor  classroom.  In  addition  both  Barrington  and  Barnstead 
students  came  to  our  Town  Forest  for  field  trips  during  this  year.  The 
Commission  is  now  working  with  the  sixth  grade  to  develop  an  easement 
for  the  creation  of  a  walking  educational  corridor  linking  the  Strafford 
School  with  the  Town  Forest.  This  would  be  a  corridor  for  student  use 
only.  The  students  are  working  to  identify  landowners  along  the  route.  It 
is  hoped  that  it  can  be  put  together  without  building  any  permanent 
stream  crossing  structures.  In  addition  the  Strafford  seventh  grade  put 
together  a  map  and  compass  course  for  the  Town  Forest  area  and  the 
students  developed  cardboard  topos  of  parker  Mountain  (Storer  Lot). 
Please  remember  that  copies  of  the  trail  maps  for  the  Town  Forest  Weid- 
man  Lot,  Edgerly  Lot  and  Storer  Lot  trails  are  available  at  the  Town  Of- 
fice. We  again  urge  the  people  of  Strafford  to  make  use  of  our  many 
Town  properties  for  recreation.  If  you  are  not  sure  how  to  locate  the 
various  properties  please  do  not  hesitate  to  contact  any  member  of  the 
Commission  or  the  Strafford  Town  Office. 

It  is  with  sadness  that  we  note  the  passing  of  one  of  our  longtime 
members-Capt.  Robert  L.  Evans.  "Chief"  as  he  was  known  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Commission  for  many  years  and  was  a  constant  advocate 
of  conservation  issues  with  a  particular  concern  for  the  Bow  Lake  area. 
We  shall  miss  him.  And  it  is  with  regret  that  we  say  goodbye  to  another  of 
our  key  longtime  members-John  Bozak.  He  is  moving  out  of  Strafford  to 
Berwick,  Maine.  He  has  told  us  that  his  expertise  will  continue  to  be 
available  to  us  and  will  continue  to  think  of  us  when  suggesting  projects 
for  his  students  at  the  Thompson  School.  Although  we  know  he  is  nearby, 
we  shall  miss  his  active  participation  in  the  Commission. 

We  received  the  Nature  Conservancy  report  on  the  Small  Whorled 
Pogonia  jDopuiation  on  town  properties,  particularly  the  Town 
Forest/Weidman  Lot,  Edgerly  Lot  and  Storer  Lot.  The  Small  Whorled 
Pogonia  has  recently  been  reclassified  as  "threatened"  rather  than  as 
an  endangered  species.  Our  population  was  found  to  be  larger  than  first 
thought.  We  verified  the  report  and  inspected  the  site  and  buffer  areas 
that  have  been  set  up  to  protect  the  population  as  recommened  in  the 
report. 
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Members  of  the  Strafford  Cub  Scouts  and  Boy  Scout  Troop  23  were  at 
work  doing  trail  maintenance  in  tine  Town  Forest  and  on  the  Storer  Lot 
again  this  year.  We  thank  them  for  their  help  in  keeping  our  trail  system 
open  and  in  good  shape.  And  again  this  year  we  sincerely  thank  George 
Kitz  who  continues  his  great  help  to  us  by  mowing  the  lower  meadow 
around  the  Memorial  Plaque  and  Town  Forest  parking  area. 

During  the  summer  the  Commission  and  other  Town  Officals  met  with 
representatives  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Public  Water  Access  Ad- 
visory Board.  The  state  is  concerned  with  the  lack  of  public  facilities  for 
public  access  to  Bow  Lake.  They  have  particular  concerns  regarding  the 
congestion  in  the  Water  Street  area.  Various  state  agencies  and  the  town 
are  providing  information  to  the  Board. 

Our  Commission  reviewed  eight  applications  and  conducted  several 
on-site  reviews  for  projects  including  dredge  and  fill  in  wetlands.  We  con- 
tinue to  review  all  of  the  applications  submitted  for  work  in  wetlands 
areas,  forwarding  our  recommendations  to  the  NH  Wetlands  Board.  We 
continue  to  urge  anyone  planning  a  project  involving  work  in  wetlands,  or 
on  the  shoreline  of  Bow  Lake  to  meet  with  us  to  discuss  the  project  in  ad- 
vance of  completing  your  applications. 

Finally,  the  Commission  signed  a  contract  with  Charles  Moreno,  con- 
sulting forester  for  the  development  of  a  management  plan  for  the  Storer 
Lot  property  and  continues  to  plan  for  forest  improvement  activities  on 
several  of  our  Town  Forest  properties.

In  calendar  year  1995,  our  three  (3)  leading  causes  of  fires  were 
Children,  Non-Permit  fires  not  properly  extinguished  and  Smoking 
Materials. 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27,  II,  the  fire  permit  law,  and  the  other  burning 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by 
fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all 
fire  suppression  costs. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Fire 
Officials,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a 
permit  is  required.  This  also  helps  to  prevent  unnecessary  response  to  a 
controlled  burn.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

SAU  #  44  has  been  involved  in  major  projects  and  decision  -  making 
since  tlie  Annual  School  District  Meetings  in  March  of  1995.  Nottingham 
has  built  and  occupied  a  brand  new  Elementary  School  at  a  cost  of  over 
$4,000,000;  Barrington  approved  a  bond  issue  for  $790,000  to  build  a 
classroom  wing  onto  the  Barrington  Elementary  School  which  was  func- 
tional at  the  beginning  of  this  school  year;  Northwood's  Building  Commit- 
tee will  be  bringing  forth  this  Spring  a  recommendation  for  renovation 
and  new  construction  at  the  Northwood  Elementary  School;  Strafford  ac- 
quired the  Strafford  Learning  Center  Classroom  Modular  for  needed 
space  at  the  Strafford  School.  SAU  #  44  has  been  involved  with  contract 
negotiations  in  the  various  Districts  during  the  past  year.  There  are  five 
Unions  among  the  four  Districts:  a  Teacher  Union  in  each  District;  and  a 
Support  Staff  Union  in  Northwood.  SAU  #  44  oversees  the  Staff  Develop- 
ment Activities  and  re-certification  of  all  professional  staff  in  all  four 
School  Districts  and  Coe-Brown  Northwood  Academy,  including  the 
evaluation  process  for  all  employees.  SAU  #  44  managed  the  successful 
bidding  process  for  school  transportation  in  Barrington  and  Strafford. 
Both  School  Districts  were  able  to  achieve  major  financial  savings  in  the 
bidding  process.  Transportation  contracts  were  successfully  re- 
negotiated in  Northwood  and  Nottingham  with  considerable  savings  for 
both  of  those  Districts.  In  August,  1995,  the  Northwood  Community 
demonstrated  its  total  support  for  Coe-Brown  Northwood  Academy  by 
overwhelmingly  supporting  a  new  contract  for  its  high  school  students. 

Financially  speaking,  SAU  #  44  is  also  responsible  for  the  SAU  budget; 
the  School  District  Budgets  in  all  four  Districts;  the  SAU  #  44  Pre-School 
Program  and  Budget;  and  all  Federal  Funds  for  all  Districts  and  Projects. 
The  breakdown  for  1995-1996  is  as  follow:

A  two-year  project  came  to  conclusion  in  1995  with  the  decision  by 
Barrington  to  become  a  Single-District  SAU.  Beginning  on  July  1,  1996, 
Barrington  will  become  SAU  #  74  with  its  own  SAU  Office  and  staff.  The 
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new  SAD  #  44  will  be  located  on  the  top  floor  of  the  Barrington  Middle 
School  ANNEX  in  the  same  building  as  and  next  to  the  Barrington  Town 
Offices.  The  SAD  #  74  Office  space  will  fill  currently  unused  classrooms. 
The  decision  to  separate  took  Barrington  over  two  years  to  execute  in- 
cluding two  School  District  Meetings,  a  Public  Informational  Meeting  and 
several  meetings  and  Hearings  before  the  New  Hampshire  State  Board 
of  Education. 

SAU  #  44  is  currently  staffed  as  follows:  Superintendent;  assistant 
Superintendent;  Business  Administrator;  School  Psychologist;  Associate 
School  Psychologist;  Secretary  to  the  Superintendent;  Secretary  to  the 
Assistant  Superintendent;  Financial  Officer  (Bookkeeper);  Federal  Pro- 
jects Assistant  Bookkeeper;  Personnel  and  Benefits  Administrator; 
Receptionist  and  Secretary  to  the  Business  Administrator. 

During  the  Fall  of  1 995,  the  Joint  School  Board  of  SAU  #  44  (consisting 
of  all  1 6  School  Board  members  from  all  four  School  Districts)  worked  on 
establishing  the  budget  for  SAU  #  44  for  the  1996-1997  year.  The  Joint 
School  Board  struggled  with  balancing  the  financial  cost  of  running  the 
SAU  Operation  with  delivering  services  to  the  "new"  three-District  SAU. 
After  several  work  sessions  and  a  Public  Hearing,  the  Joint  School  Board 
set  the  new  budget  for  FY  97.  The  "new"  budget  was  cut  by 
$1 38,985.98.  The  new  SAU  #  44  FY  97  Budget  will  be  $331 ,883.82.  The 
personnel  at  SAU  #  44  were  severely  reduced. 

The  personnel  cuts  are  as  follows:  The  Assistant  Superintendent;  the 
Buisness  Administrator;  the  Associate  School  Psychologist;  the  Person- 
nel and  Benefits  Administrator;  the  Receptionist  and  Secretary  to  the 
Business  Administrator. 

While  the  costs  to  support  the  SAU  structure  in  SAU  #  74  have  increas- 
ed by  20  #,  the  costs  to  maintain  SAU  %  44  have  increased  as  well,  but 
with  severely  reduced  staffing  for  Northwood,  Nottingham  and  Strafford. 
Staffing  for  SAU  #  44  for  FY  97  will  be:  Superintendent;  Special  Educa- 
tion Director;  School  Psychologist;  Secretary  to  the  Superintendent; 
Secretary  to  the  Special  Education  Director;  Financial  Officer  Book- 
keeper; Receptionist-Federal  Projects  Assistant  Bookkeeper.

As  is  stated  above,  the  costs  of  the  SAU  structure  will  increase  even 
though  a  "new"  SAU  has  been  created.  In  order  to  keep  the  cost  of  the 
SAU  #  44  Office  as  low  as  possible,  the  Joint  School  Board  did  cut  the 
SAU  #  44  Office  Operation  by  $138,985.98.  It  is  unclear  whether  the  re- 
structured SAU  #  44  will  be  able  to  meet  the  service  demands  of  the 
three  Districts  in  the  new  SAU  #  44.  The  Joint  School  Board  will  closely 
monitor  SAU  #  44  in  the  coming  year  to  determine  its  future  needs.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
1995 

Let  me  begin  by  thanking  all  citizens  of  Strafford  for  the  continued  sup- 
port of  our  school  and  its  programs.  Strafford  School  is  viewed  favorably 
both  within  and  outside  our  community  and  represents  a  cooperative  ef- 
fort involving  the  school  board,  administration,  staff,  support  staff, 
parents,  students,  volunteers,  and  citizens.  We  are  grateful  to  all  who 
have  played  a  role  in  this  process. 

Our  mission  as  a  school  district  is  to  develop,  in  conjunction  with  the 
community,  educated  and  responsible  citizens  in  a  developmentally  ap- 
propriate environment  that  values  learning  and  celebrates  learners.  Our 
curriculum,  as  stated  in  the  school  philosophy,  is  designed  to  meet  the 
common  and  differential  needs  of  all  students  and  prepare  them  to  cope 
with  and  contribute  to  the  society  in  which  they  live.  In  addition,  the 
school  strives  to  develop  in  children  an  acceptance  and  understanding  of 
a  variety  of  ideals  and  cultures  while  emphasizing  the  significance  and 
value  of  each.  The  overall  program  seeks  to  provide  appropriate 
challenges  for  all  students  in  the  core  subject  areas  and  an  appreciation 
for  the  arts,  healthy  lifestyles  and  physical  challenges.  Our  overall  goal  is 
to  provide  students  with  a  lifelong  interest  in  learning,  strength  of 
character,  and  a  commitment  to  community  service. 

Many  projects  are  currently  underway  at  our  school  due  to  the  efforts 
of  many  individuals.  Some  of  these  projects  are  outlined  below. 

1.  Strafford  School  received  a  substantial  grant  from  the  Walker 
Foundation  to  purchase  computer  hardware  and  software  to  implement 
a  pilot  spelling  program  in  grade  two. 

2.  Teachers  from  Coe-Brown  Northwood  Academy,  Strafford  School, 
and  Northwood  School  are  currently  developing  a  coordinated  K-1 2  math 
curriculum  to  be  implemented  at  all  three  schools.  This  group  effort  is  be- 
ing supported,  in  part,  by  a  federal  grant.  During  the  1 996-97  school  year 
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the  three  schools  will  develop  a  K-12  science  curriculum. 

3.  Strafford  and  Northwood  Schools  have  joined  forces  to  provide  a 
high  school  orientation/field  experience  for  all  eighth  grade  students  in 
both  schools  giving  them  the  opportunities  to  meet  one  another,  discuss 
common  issues,  and  prepare  for  the  high  school  experience. 

4.  Agenda  books  were  introduced  into  the  curriculum  at  the  middle 
school  level.  These  organizers,  provide  students  with  all  the  information 
they  need  regard- 
ing schedules,   rules,  grading,  philosophy,  discipline,  curriculum   re- 
quirements, as  well  as  a  year  long  daily  assignment  component. 

5.  Strafford  School,  Northwood  School,  and  Coe-Brown  Academy 
are  also  working  with  the  State  Department  of  Education  on  a  School  to 
Work  Grant  which  will  provide  the  resources  to  implement  career  educa- 
tion programs  at  each  of  the  three  schools.  The  grant  would  be  governed 
by  a  local  partnership  consisting  of  business  people,  community  leaders, 
educators,  and  parents. 

6.  The  Strafford  School  Odyssey  of  the  Mind  Program,  coordinated 
by  Mrs.  Pat  Lucas,  sent  9  teams  to  the  regional  competition  last  year. 
Five  of  those  teams  went  on  to  the  State  of  N.H.  finals.  One  of  our  teams 
won  their  state  division  and  competed  at  the  World  Finals  in  Knoxville 
Tenn.  and  was  coached  by  fourth  grade  teacher  Mrs.  Audrey  Dolan.  We 
would  like  to  thank  the  many  volunteers,  local  businesses,  citizens,  and 
parents  who  make  this  kind  of  commitment  to  OM  possible. 

Strafford  will  once  again  send  9  teams  to  regionals  this  year.  Watch  for 
results. 

7.  Strafford  School  has  implemented  a  program  which  will  bring 
parents  and  students  together  to  discuss  issues  facing  pre  and  adoles- 
cent children  including  problems  associated  with  substance  abuse. 
Trained  facilitators  with  the  Project  Adventure  program  will  involve  par- 
ticipants in  a  variety  of  challenges  and  problem  solving  activities  design- 
ed to  promote  self-esteem,  cooperation,  and  effective  communications. 

8.  Our  school  is  planning  to  implement  a  new  spelling  program  call- 
ed Spell  It  -Write.  This  program  integrates  spelling  into  the  core  cur- 
riculum areas  emphasizing  the  importance  of  correct  spelling  in  every- 
day writing.  It  is  designed  to  develop  a  spelling  awareness  or  con- 
ciousness  on  the  part  of  all  students  1-8 
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9.  The  school  district  purchased  the  modular  unit,  adjacent  to  the 
school,  from  the  Strafford  Learning  Center  for  $9000.  This  unit  currently 
houses  our  bookkeeping  department,  the  office  of  our  Director  of 
Technology,  a  conference  area,  and  our  custodial  office  and  storage 
area. 

10.  The  school  district  is  currently  investigating  the  expansion  of  its 
interscholastic  sports  program  to  include  spring  track.  If  approved,  the 
program  would  begin  in  the  spring  of  1996. 

1 1 .  Teachers  from  Strafford  School  are  working  with  Mr.  J.B.  Cullen, 
Administrator  for  Forest  Information  and  Planning  and  a  Strafford  resi- 
dent, to  develop  a  1-8  town  forest  management  curriculum.  Activities 
would  involve  students  at  every  grade  level  in  hands-on  environmental 
activities. 

12.  A  new  computerized  bookkeeping  system  was  put  on  line  for  the 
current  fiscal  year  allowing  the  district  to  streamline  its  operation  in  this 
area. 

Strafford  School  continues  to  research  and  implement  effective 
school  practices  in  an  effort  to  meet  the  diverse  needs  of  its  students. 
Recent  State  of  N.H.  test  scores,  published  below,  ranked  our  school 
high  when  compared  to  other  districts  throughout  the  state.  There  is 
significant  room  for  growth,  however,  and  the  staff  and  administration 
are  committed  to  continued  improvement. 

I  would  like  to  welcome  Mr.  Dan  Baker,  Assistant  Principal  to  our  staff. 
Mr.  Baker,  a  resident  of  North  Berwick  Maine,  has  already  been  a 
tremendous  asset  to  our  program  and  his  positive  influence  has  already 
been  felt  throughout  the  school. 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  welcome  all  residents  of  Strafford  to  visit  our 
school  and  attend  games,  performances,  and  other  special  activities 
held  here.  We  are  proud  of  our  school  and  welcome  your  involvement.

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STRAFFORD  SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT  FOR  1995 

With  almost  1 0,000  student  visits  and  parent  contacts  last  year,  it  was 
a  challenge  to  address  new  goals  and  objectives.  Nonetheless,  a  signifi- 
cant accomplishment  of  the  past  year  was  the  approval  by  the  Strafford 
School  Board  of  a  revised  health  education  curriculum. 

The  goal  of  this  curriculum  is  to  provide  to  all  students  in  grades  one 
through  eight  age  appropriate  instruction  in  the  following  topics:  mental 
health,  family  and  social  health,  growth  and  development,  nutrition, 
fitness  and  exercise,  substance  use  and  abuse,  diseases  and  disorders, 
consumer  and  personal  health,  safety  and  first  aid,  and  community  and 
environmental  health.  The  curriculum  is  directed  towards  the  develop- 
ment of  knowledge,  attitudes,  behaviors  and  the  formation  of  character 
in  students  which  will  promote  physical  and  mental  health  throughout 
their  lifetimes. 

Family  involvement  is  emphasized  in  this  curriculum,  acknowledging 
parents  and  guardians  as  primary  educators,  and  we  will  strive  to  provide 
parents  with  information  to  expand  their  understanding  of  growth  and 
development  as  well  as  communication  skills  with  their  children. 

Whenever  addressing  human  sexuality  issues,  the  curriculum 
stresses  that  the  only  means  of  avoiding  any  risk  of  pregnancy,  HIV/AIDS 
or  other  sexually-transmitted  diseases  is  to  practice  true  abstinence. 
True  abstinence  stresses  morals,  family  values,  and  discusses  the 
seriousness  of  the  consequences  of  sexual  activity. 

A  committee  will  be  appointed  by  the  spring  of  '96  to  evaluate  and 
select  materials  to  be  used  in  support  of  the  curriculum.  Also,  we  are  cur- 
rently developing  teacher  workshops  to  provide  the  training  necessary 
for  our  teachers  to  be  able  to  present  this  curriculum  in  their  classrooms 
with  knowledge  and  skill  in  dealing  with  the  sensitive  issues  that  will  be 
addressed.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  -  COEBROWN  NORTHWOOD  ACADEMY 

Coe-Brown  Northwood  Academy  (CBNA)  continued  its  rapid  growth  in 
1995,  a  reflection  of  the  rapidly  growing  population  of  high  school  age 
students  in  our  two  contract  towns  of  Strafford  and  Northwood.  Student 
population  this  year  grew  by  approximately  60  students  to  a  record  high 
of  480.  To  cope  with  this  growth,  CBNA  built  a  new  facility  to  house  voca- 
tional academic  programs  and  physical  education  and  athletics.  The 
1995-96  academic  year  is  our  first  full  year  in  this  new  building. 

Superior  academic  achievement  in  a  clean,  safe  environment  is  the 
shared  goal  of  students,  staff,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  CBNA.  Main- 
taining a  'small  school  atmosphere'  is  a  key  toward  achieving  that  goal,  a 
goal  we  pursue  in  part  by  maintaining  class  sizes  (1 3-1 5  average)  that  are 
among  the  lowest  in  the  state.  Students  have  a  wide  range  of  course  of- 
ferings from  which  to  choose,  ranging  from  honors  and  college 
preparatory  offerings  for  those  students  preparing  for  post-secondary 
education  to  vocational  courses  in  a  variety  of  employment-related  skill 
areas.  In  addition,  Coe-Brown  offers  a  wide  range  of  extracurricular  op- 
portunities, opportunities  in  which  some  two-thirds  of  our  students  par- 
ticipate. Almost  75  %  of  the  graduating  class  of  1 995  made  the  move  into 
post-secondary  education.  What  makes  this  achievement  even  more 
remarkable  is  that  Coe-Brown  boasts  one  of  the  state's  lowest  dropout 
rates  at  approximately  2  %. 

All  Coe-Brown  students  are  required  to  participate  in  a  portfolio  pro- 
ject, the  culmination  of  a  4-year  effort  that  includes  meeting  minimum 
academic  competency  requirements,  becoming  involved  in  the  life  of  the 
community  through  public  service,  and  presenting  their  ac- 
complishments to  a  panel  of  community  members  in  a  final  exit  inter- 
view. Dozens  of  Strafford  citizens  have  participated  in  that  process  as 
panel  members. 

An  important  academic  issue  raised  during  joint  meetings  of  the  Straf- 
ford and  Northwood  School  Boards  and  the  Coe-Brown  Board  of  Trustees 
over  the  past  year  centered  on  curriculum  continuity  among  the  three 
schools.  As  an  outgrowth  of  those  meetings,  the  faculties  from  the  three 
schools  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  effort  this  year  developing  an  in- 
tegrated curriculum  in  mathematics  and  sciences  with  efforts  in 
language  and  social  studies  soon  to  follow.  The  intended  outcome  of 
these  efforts  will  be  a  more  effective  transition  into  the  high  school  en- 
vironment, resulting  in  enhanced  academic  achievement.

THURSDAY,  FEBRUARY  9,  1995 

Seated  at  the  head  table  were,  Mr.  Gary  Broadbent,  Chairman,  Dr.  Alfred  Olson  and  Mr.

Mr.  David  Meserve,  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:00  p.m. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  1:  To  see  if  the  Strafford  School  District  will  vote  to 
approve  the  cost  items  included  in  the  collective  bargaining  agreement  reached  between 
the  Strafford  School  Board  and  the  Strafford  Education  Association  which  calls  for  the 
following  increases  in  salaries  and  benefits:

and  further  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ($9,944.00)  nine  thousand,  nine  hundred, 
forty-four  dollars  for  the  1994-1995  fiscal  year,  such  sum  representing  the  additional  costs 
attributable  to  increase  in  salaries  and  benefits  over  those  appropriate  for  1994-1995  at  the 
annual  district  meeting.  Recommended  by  the  School  Board. 

Mr.  Gary  Broadbent  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  written.  Seconded  by  Dr.  Alfred 
Olson.  Discussion  followed. 

Mr.  Skip  Houle  questioned  that  he  didn't  see  any  increases  in  taxes  or  PICA  and 
unemployment. 
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Dr.  Reid  explained  that  you  wouldn't  see  anything  in  the  unennploynnent,  it  doesn't  affect 
this,  that's  budgeted  separately  from  a  negotiated  agreement.  Dr.  Reid  stated  that  the  FICA 
would  be  $1,876.00  in  the  first  year. 

Mr.  John  Young  asked  why  the  Article  read  an  estimated  increase  for  the  year  1 994-95  of 
$9,944.00  and  in  the  information  package,  the  third  page  in  it  shows  an  estimated  increase 
of  salaries  for  $24,519,24. 

Mr.  Broadbent  explained  that  it  includes  that  the  teachers  are  changing  health  plans  and 
the  district  will  realize  the  $21 ,1 32.1 7  savings  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year.  He  also 
explained  that  there  is  a  decrease  in  dental  insurance,  increase  in  college  courses  and 
workshops  and  stipends, 

Mr.  Broadbent  clarified  that  the  actual  cost  to  the  district  $31 ,1 59.00  less  the  cost  of  the 
insurance. 

Mr.  Gerald  Waldron  motioned  to  adjourn  to  the  following  annual  meeting  so  that 
everyone  can  take  a  look  at  this.  Seconded  by  Mr.  Irving  Johnson.

Mr.  Jenisch  announced  that  it  is  not  large  enough  for  classrooms  and  that  there  is  a 
critical  storage  problem  right  now. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  Article. 

The  vote  was  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  5:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  school  district  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials 
and  agents,  for  capital  construction,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
school  district. 

Mr.  Patrick  moved  that  the  Strafford  School  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  ($4,1 78,459.33)  four  million,  one  hundred  seventy-eight  thousand,  four  hundred  fifty- 
nine  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the  salaries  of  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  for  capital  construction,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  school  district.  This  article  will  exclude  warrants  3,  4,  7  and  8. 

Mr.  Broadbent  seconded  the  motion. 

Lengthy  discussion  followed. 
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Mr.  Harrington  said  ine  would  like  to  take  $26,000.00  for  the  Technology  Director  and 
$50,000.00  from  the  built  in  surplus  and  amend  the  budget  and  reduce  it  by  $75,000.00 

Mr.  Harrington  moved  to  amend  the  budget  by  $75,000.00.  The  motion  was  seconded. 

Discussion  followed  on  the  amendment. 

Mrs.  Carolle  Popovich  asked  for  a  description  of  the  Technology  Director  position. 

Mr.  Jenisch  briefly  gave  a  description  and  introduced  Mr.  Morris. 

Mr.  Harrington  called  for  a  Point  of  Order  and  asked  if  this  man  was  a  registered  voter  in 
the  town  of  Strafford  and  does  he  have  a  right  to  speak. 

The  Moderator  explained  that  he  doesn't  have  a  right  to  vote  but  he  has  a  right  to  speak. 

Mr.  Morris  gave  a  briefing  on  himself  and  the  current  and  future  plans  for  Strafford 
School  technology. 

Lengthy  discussion  continued. 

Someone  asked  to  move  the  question. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  question. 

The  vote  was  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  amendment  of  the  Article. 

Ms  Rolande  Merz  requested  a  secret  ballot  on  the  amendment. 

The  Moderator  asked  Mrs.  DiVirgilio  to  check  with  the  supervisors  of  the  checklist.  One 
person  on  the  list  was  not  listed  as  a  registered  voter. 

The  Moderator  called  it  an  illegal  ballot  request. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  amendment:  To  amend  the  Article  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  four  million,  one  hundred  three  thousand  four  hundred  fifty  nine  dollars  and  thirty 
-three  cents  ($4,103,459.33)  which  represents  a  seventy-five  thousand  dollar  ($75,000.00) 
reduction  in  the  proposed  budget. 

The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  5  as  amended:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  school 
district  will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  for  capital  contruction,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obliga- 
tions of  the  school  district  which  is  four  million,  one  hundred  three  thousand  four  hundred 
fifty-nine  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents  ($4,103,459.33). 

The  Question  was  moved  and  seconded. 

The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  School  Board  to  convey,  by  Ouitclaim  Deed,  an  additional  area  of  land  fifteen  feet  (15') 
deep  to  the  rear  or  westerly  side  and  adjoining  the  modular  unit  and  land  previously  con- 
veyed by  the  School  District  to  the  Town  of  Strafford  pursuant  to  a  vote  at  the  1990  Annual 
School  District  Meeting  and  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  execute  and  deliver  a 
Ouitclaim  Deed  in  connection  therewith,  for  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00). 

Mr.  Patrick  motioned  to  move  the  article,  seconded  by  a  number  of  people. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  question. 

The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  7:  "We  the  undersigned  inhabitants  of  the  School 
District  of  the  Town  of  Strafford  ,  NH,  hereby  petition  the  School  District  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  three  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty  dollars  ($3,440.00)  to  be  used  in 
conjuction  with  an  equal  sum  of  money  raised  and  appropriated  by  the  Strafford  Friends  of 
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Recreation  in  a  joint  project  to  enhance  \he  basketball  equipment  in  the  Strafford  School 
gymnasium.  The  project  will  consist  of  replacing  the  two  main  court  backboards  with  glass 
backboards  and  breakaway  rims,  and  installing  the  two  existing  wooden  backboards  on  the 
southwesterly  wall  (opposite  bleachers)  with  fold  up  supports  and  height  adjusters."  (By 
Petition) 

The  School  Board  recommends  this  appropriation. 

The  Moderator  called  for  questions.  There  were  none. 

The  Moderator  moved  Article  7. 

The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  8:  "To  see  if  the  Strafford  School  District  will  con- 
sider establishing  a  kindergarten  program  for  the  1 995-1 996  school  year,  and  further  to  see 
if  the  School  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  twenty-three  thou- 
sand four  hundred  dollars  ($123,400.00)  as  the  cost  items  for  this  program."  (By  Petition) 

The  School  Board  DOES  NOT  recommend  this  appropriation. 

Someone  moved  and  seconded  the  motion. 

Lengthy  discussion  followed. 

Mr.  Broadbent  explained  that  he  would  support  kindergarten  next  year.  He  does  not  feel 
that  the  Board  has  time  to  establish  kindergarten  at  this  time. 

Mrs.  Sandy  Schwab  was  interested  on  where  kindergarten  students  would  be  housed 
and  if  we  had  to  purchase  another  modular  unit  where  would  it  be  housed. 

Someone  called  for  the  question  and  it  was  seconded. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  question. 

The  vote  was  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  moved  Article  8. 

The  Article  was  lost. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  receive  and  expend,  in  the  name  of  the  district, 
such  advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now  or 
hereafter  be  forth  coming  from  the  United  States  Government  and  /or  State  agencies; 
private  agencies  and/or  other  sources  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  198:20-b. 

Mr.  Broadbent  motioned  to  adopt  the  article  as  read,  it  was  seconded. 
The  Moderator  called  for  any  questions.  There  were  none. 
The  Moderator  moved  the  Article. 
The  vote  was  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  10:  To  choose  agents  and  committees  in  relation  to 
any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

Dr.  Olson  motioned  to  adopt  the  article  as  read,  it  was  seconded. 
The  Moderator  called  for  questions.  There  were  none. 
The  Moderator  moved  the  article. 
The  vote  was  affirmative. 

Mr.  Meserve  spoke  on  the  lost  of  John  O'Brien  last  year  and  informed  the  town  that  there 
has  been  a  scholarship  fund  started  through  a  golf  tournament  and  welcomed  anyone  who 
would  like  to  participate. 

The  Moderator  advanced  ARTICLE  11 :  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
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come  before  this  meeting. 

Mr.  Waldron  asked  that  the  school  set  aside  funds  for  students  left  behind  during  winter 
activities. 

Mr.  Patrick  explained  that  a  committee  was  formed  this  year  and  fund  have  been  set 
aside  for  transportation  for  the  upcoming  year  and  this  year  funds  were  used  from  rental. 

Mr.  Waldron  asked  what  has  become  of  the  SAD  Study  Committee. 

Dr.  Olson  explained  that  they  had  been  meeting  and  that  this  summer  the  situation  with 
Barrington  seriously  considering  leaving  the  SAU  and  that  the  committee  is  looking  to  see 
w4iat  that  move  will  do. 

The  Moderator  adjourned  the  meeting  at  9:00  p.m.
